With the state visit President and 
Senora Prado the Republic China, the 
relations between the two countries have 
entered upon new era. During his four-day 
stay here, President Prado saw for himself 
what the government and people China 
have done promote the general welfare 
the people this country. gratifying 
that has shown profound understanding 
our aspirations and confidence the 
ultimate recovery the Chinese mainland. 
expressed unmistakable terms his 
continued support for the government the 
Republic China the United Nations, 
The joint communique issued before his 
departure reaffirmed that the two countries 
recognize Communist expansion the major 
threat the entire free world. the com- 
munique, the two leaders agree that there 
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vital need for closer unity and cooperation 
among all free nations achieve common 
security against aggression, infiltration and 
subversion. 


The Republic China and Peru share 
the same ideals democracy and freedom 
and are striving for the same cause fight- 
ing against communism. The Chinese Gov- 
ernment and people will always remember 
the consistent support which the Peruvian 
Government has extended the Republic 
China the so-called question Chinese 
representation the past decade. They are 


aware the hospitality and protection which 
the 20,000 Chinese people have enjoyed Peru, 
and knew very well that Peru and other 
Latin American countries are now important 
bulwarks the free world for stemming the 
Communist tide global conquest. 


therefore our belief and hope that 
result President Prado’s visit China 
not only will the friendly ties between the 
Republic China and Peru strengthened 
but also the relationship between China and 
Latin America whole greatly en- 
hanced. 


rom every respect Vice President 

Lyndon Johnson’s visit the Republic 
China was resounding success. The over- 
whelmingly warm and spontaneous welcome 
accorded him was comparable that accord- 
former President Dwight Eisen- 
hower. far the results the talks are 
concerned, the Chiang-Johnson joint commu- 
nique was concrete proof that the United 
States adopting more active policy the 
Far East. 


According the communique, there was 
complete agreement the common purpose 
the two countries maintaining “the in- 
tegrity Free Asia.” The Vice President 
made crystal clear that the United States 
means stand with her allies the Asian 
area; that she has intention recognizing 
the Peiping regime; that she opposes seating 
the Peiping regime the United Nations 
and regards important that the position 
the Republic China the United Na- 
tions should maintained; and that she will 
continue work with the Republic China 
support its accelerated growth program. 


The importance such straightforward 
pledge support for free Asian nations 
general and for the Republic China 
partiular cannot overemphasized. 
really noteworthy that the United States, 
the wake the increasing Communist aggres- 
sion Cuba and Laos, has finally come 
declare that whether for war for peace 
unity among free nations, particularly between 
the United States and free Asian countries, 
not only essential the security the free 
world but also necessary for negotiated 
peace, possible, between the United States 
and Soviet Russia. 


The determined efforts the part the 
United States seeking for the unity and 
solidarity among democratic nations 
indeed encouraging the free world. 
ever, believe that the solidarity the 
free world would further strengthened 
the United States could make clear that 
these efforts are not merely makeshifts for 
the time being but integral part the 
overall policy check the international 
Communist aggression throughout the 
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14-nation conference Laos, which 
have been consistently opposed, has 
now been accepted the United States and 
other free nations the last resort save 
the Kingdom Laos from its complete dom- 
inance the Communists. However, 
the meeting was called time when the 
Pathet Lao and the pro-Communist Phouma 
forces were drunk with military success, one 
can hardly expect them conciliatory and 
agree any satisfactory solution the 
Laotian issue the conference table. 
likely that the parley will followed in- 
termittent peace talks and fightings and 
the end the Communists will take away the 
trophy awarded the conference. Under 
such circumstances, the United States 
cannot stop the Communists’ aggression 
Laos strengthening the forces the 
Laotian government, much less the possib- 
ility that the Communists could persuaded 
give their military operations. 


far, the conference has not yet accom- 
plished anything. Whatever may agreed 
the conference, will either the parti- 
tion Laos the formation coalition 
government with the Communists playing the 
dominant part. either case, the United State

will find difficult intervene Laotian 
affairs. For, the event the formation 
coalition government, the Communists can 
whereas the event the partition Laos, 
the Communists can engineer revolution 
overthow the legitimate government free 
Laos. 


The Laotian issue serious test the 
determination the United States well 
that SEATO members whether 
they will defend the freedom and democracy 
the free countries Asia. The solidarity 
free nations Asia and their faith de- 
mocracy will depend much the outcome 
the present conference. The 
United States therefore urged stand firm 
the conference and not hesitate turn 
down any Communist and pro-Communist 
proposal which might, effect, impair the 
survival the Kingdom Laos. Only 
taking firm stand the present 14-nation 
conference can the United States preserve the 
fruits Vice President Lyndon Johnson’s 
recent visit the Far East which has succeed- 
instilling faith and confidence into the 
minds the free Asians.

Thus, May 22, 1961, President and 
Madame Prado arrived Taipei for four- 
day state visit. This virtually took free China 
storm. 


Although the visit was largely ceremonial, 
the very fact that the Chief State the 
South American country should excuse him- 
self from busy state affairs and come across 
the Pacific Chinese soil stresses the mutual 
desire cement the friendly relations and 
promote further cooperation the inter- 
national field. His efforts ended complete 
success. 


The sentiments the free Chinese are 
aptly expressed James Shen, the spokesman 
for the Ministry Foreign Affairs. Upon 
President Prado’s departure, Mr. Shen told 
host Chinese and foreign newspapermen; 


“President Prado has expressed the 


clearest terms his continued support for the 


government the Republic China truly 
representing China both and outside the 
United Nations.” added: “President Prado 
showed his profound understanding our 
aspirations and confidence the successful 
outcome our program national recovery 
from Communist usurpation. 


“We are certain that, leader the 
Western Hemisphere and the first Chief 
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State Latin America have visited this 
country, President Prado not only has brought 
China and Peru more closely together than 
ever before, but will contribute greatly 
the strengthening free China’s relations 
all American nations.” 


These are not empty sentiments and hopes 
couched vague diplomatic language. These 
are statements verified the spirit the 
Prado visit and the conclusions the 
joint communique issued the end the 
Prado visit. 


Late the morning May 22, the Prados 
arrived Taipei the booming salvoes. 
hand greet them were President and 
and Madame Chiang Kai-shek and the whole 
diplomatic corps and hundreds Chinese 
government officials. National anthems were 
played and guard honor presented 
arms. 


Outside the airfields, hundreds thou- 
sands Chinese people, waving Chinese and 
Peruvian flags, waited expectantly cheer 
the visitors. They were familiar with the 
fact that Sino-Peruvian relations have always 


been cordial and President Prado, now 
sprightly 72, man who always can 
counted when comes frustrating 
Communist intrigues. 


Following brief rest the Grand 
Hotel after having received the 
greetings from Taipei’s multitudes, President 
Prado received the diplomatic corps. Soon, 
President and Madame Chiang drove 
pay the Peruvian First Couple their greetings, 
Vice President and Mrs. Chen Cheng also 
came have formal meeting with the 
Prados.

President Chiang, his speech, told 
free China’s hopes. said, “The traditional 
friendship. between China and Peru long 
standing. Both our peoples believe the 
same high ideals democracy, freedom, peace 
and universal fraternity. This common politic- 
faith, which holds our two countries to- 
gether, becomes the best guarantee our 
friendship.

Then, the visiting First Couple drove 
Kaohsiung. red carpet welcome and alk 
the-way ovation was awaiting them. their 
brief stay Kaohsiung, the Chinese armed 
forces presented insignia President Prado, 
Chinese navy which ordered the “man the 
rail” honor him, the Chinese marines 
the frogmen who have done much 
Kinmen fighting. 


The Prados flew back Taipei 
evening and held state dinner 
the courtesy President and Madame 
Chiang. President Prado said was 
fied the strength the Chinese armed 
forces. called them “stabilizing 
this part the world. 


The final day his visit saw 
Prado and President Chiang engaged 
long morning conference. First, the Chiefs 
State and their wives attended church 
service President Chiang’s private chapel 
Shihlin. After the services, they held 
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one-hour conference which reaffirmed the 
friendship and cooperation between the two 
countries. 


They decided, announced joint 
communique, uphold the Charter the 
United Nations and “oppose the admission 
into the world organization any regime 
whose conduct runs counter the provisions 
the Charter.” other words, Peru and 
China are pledged not only oppose 
membership for the Chinese Communists but 
also fight any plans bring into the 
august world body countries which are vio- 
lating the Charter, 


The two leaders also “recognize the Com- 
munist expansion the major threat con- 
fronting the entire free world and agree that 
there vital need for closer unity and 
cooperation among all free nations achieve 
common security against aggression, infil- 
tration and subversion,” the communique 
said. added: 


“They share the conviction that develop- 
ment both industry and agriculture 
urgent importance all free world nations, 
particularly because would demonstrate 
their capability improve well-being 
the people. 


“They exchange views the world situ- 
ation and matters common concern 
both countries (and) reaffirm their unflinch- 
ing adherence the principles liberty, 
democracy and human dignity the basis 
every just and progressive society.” 


The sendoff for the Prados was once 


colorful and enthusiastic. President Prado 
had stop his car many times acknowl- 
the cheers given him the thousands 
lining the streets. Chinese troupes came 
out perform for them and the students 
forward shake their hands. 


The Peruvian First Couple left free China 
the early afternoon May

Thirdly, communism “posits itself always 
challenge Christianity and the 
universally accepted standards ethical be- 
havior”. Quoting the Bible, 
describe the Communist rank and file 
having “no fear God before their eyes.” 


Lastly, since Communist conquests are 
always made through brute force and insid- 
ious methods, even the last vestiges human 
dignity and moral courage, after suffering 
untold physical miseries, turn out the 
spark leading explosion. Already the Polish, 
Hungarian and Tibetan uprisings plus the 
numerous day-to-day revolts the mainland 
China have sown seeds the ultimate

remedy. Being practical, yet far-sighted, 
started his probings with human nature 
and discovered that “men were not like men, 
for they seemed have lost their humanity.” 


Strangely though, the Master through his 
writings oral accounts, never attempted 
full definition the word “humanity,” nor 
did his disciples, followers and descendants. 
But gave posterity enough approximations 
abide by. The closest come 
the all-inclusive synthesis what human 
and what divine man. interesting 
parallel Jesus Christ’s love-thy-neighbor 
preachings was offered Book the 
Analects— written record Confucius’ 
sayings compiled his followers, which 
goes like this; “For man true humanity 
one who, desiring stand firm himself, 
helps others stand firm, and desiring 
develop himself fully, helps others develop 
themselves fully. from one’s self 
draw parallel for the treatment others, 
this may called the art humanity.” 


Nor should any individual contented 
with self-cultivation alone. For the Mentor 
took his life mission improve the 
world through better politics, better and more 
harmonious human relationships.

Some 
farms have reported complete crop failure. 


“In Hupeh provine, Central China, where 
half the countries are affected dry spell, 
the peasants are conducting all available 
water the fields where rice seedling are 
being transplanted. Communes along the 
rivers and lakes have opened the sluice gates 
let the river lake water. places 
where the water shortage most acute, dry 
crops are being planted 
While the affected area expanding, the 
are giving the people 
the unaffected area real hard time. Thus 
revealed the despatch: “Peasants the un- 
affected areas the province are repairing 
tools for lifting water and storing water 
the reservoirs and ponds preparation for 
battle against the spreading dry spell. 


“People’s communes along the major rivers 
Kwangtung and Hunan provinces, hit 
big rainstorms late April, have drained off 
the excess water from most the affected 
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farms and replanted the crops. 
the most seriously affected county, the peasants 
have replanted more than 2,000 hectares 
rice and dry crops.” 


The report also disclosed the poor work 
the Chinese Communist water reservation 
construction: “Communes Hunan province, 
where heavy rainfall May has been fore- 
cast, are stepping their flood prevention 
work. many areas, teams sent the 
communes are making over-all check 
the reservoirs, dams and ponds. Many 
reservoirs and ponds are being repaired and 
strengthened.” 


Paradise Hell? 


The South China Morning Post reported

Refugees said they fled because they were 
hungry and overworked.

“Seven teenagers have also arrived from 
Chungshan district near Macao, These teenage 
farmers said more people were now waiting 
for chance escape because their bitter 
feeling towards the Communists. They said 
they had daily ration only seven taels 
rice and some potatoes while working more 
than hours.” 


Two days later, the paper again

sampan with seven refugees aboard, but failed 
seize another which was the 
same time and succeeded reaching here 
(Macao) later. Wong Sam, 23, one the 
four refugees aboard the lucky sampan told 
newsmen that they were residents Com- 
munist-held Lappa Island, about one mile 
.... Asked about living conditions 
Lappa Island, said people there were 
strongly protesting against the shortage 
food and long working hours. ‘The entire 
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population there will escape opportunity 
available’, said.”

The Chinese Communist Party 
poned its program for the “socialist trans- 
Tibetan agriculture. has 
promised the Tibetan peasants that will 
neither collectivize nor communize them for 
the next five years. 


The policy shift, major retreat the 
part the Chinese Communist Party, was 
first announced Lhasa Radio April 
The new policy was amplified and outlined 
series daily broadcasts the pro- 
ceedings the fifth plenum the Preparatory 
Committee for the Tibetan Autonomous Re- 
gion, held Lhasa from April 14.

They stress, the cause the policy shift, 
the need for increased agricultural produc- 
tion now doubly urgent because Peiping’s 
failure increase agricultural production 
the mainland according plan. the same 
time, they imply that the resistance the 
Tibetan people Chinese Communist Party 
policy general, and agricultural policy 
particular, remains strong require 
either compromise the further use 
force. 


The Chinese Communists’ decision 


compromise strengthen its forces, and await 
more auspicious time launch the final 
drive collectivization Tibet, worthy 
examination for its new value alone. 
becomes more significant interesting 
example the dominance economic factors 
Peiping’s political decisions, and 
glimpse Peiping’s colonial policy the 
working level.

Communist position consolidate 


the democratic taken last 
autumn. followed “re-examination” the 
progress and acceptance the social changes 
data and the production records the 
mutual aid teams which the Reds established 
last year and was gently prodding towards 
collectivization. 


Scattered articles the Peiping People’s 
Daily, and Lhasa Radio reports events 
Tibet during the past few months, indicate 
that the “re-examination” revealed that agri- 
cultural production increases (which accord- 
ing Marxism-Leninism should develop 
with each move toward collectivization) have 
failed materialize. The reports show 
further that Tibet’s farmers, whom the 
Communist press frequently refers “the 
broad mass former serfs and slaves”, are 
not answering the Reds’ call for “patriotic 
production increases and the practice 
economy.” Indeed, they provide glimpse 
deep-seated distrust, many cases passionate 
hatred, felt the Tibetans toward their 
Chinese Communist colonizers. They show, 
too, the Tibetans’ traditional lack enthu- 
siasm for arduous toil, feeling magnified 
the people’s knowledge—from personal 
observation and from accounts 
kinsmen Chinghai and Szechuan—that the 
fruits their toil will accrue not Lhasa 
but Peiping. 


the same time, the Chinese Communist 
occupation forces have had contend with 
almost constant active resistance the form 
guerrilla warfare. One such action was 
confirmed inadvertently Chou En-lai last 
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Nepal. Chou admitted that Chinese troops 
had entered the demilitarized frontier zone 
effort suppress “Tibetan rebel bands.” 
Reports other actions, including the am- 
bushing Chinese Communist military 
convoys, have apeared frequently the In- 
dian press. Recently these reports have men- 
tioned, further cause clashes between 
Tibetans and Chinese, the “acute food short- 
age” Tibet. 


Worthless Money 


For some months now Chinese residents 
Hongkong who have visited their relatives 
across the border Kwangtung province 
return with stories that money the Chinese 
mainland has become 
lady, said pedicab man refused accept 
money for his service but preferred some 
the foodstuffs which the lady was bringing 
from Hongkong. 


Despite the serious food shortage the 
mainland, high quality foods are available 
the so-called high class restaurants and 
special-class restaurants. the former, one 
ordinary dish costs yuan, while the 
the former, one has hand over coupon 
and pay additional cost. the latter, one 
not use food ration coupons all but 
usually costs about 100 for 
ordinary meal. 
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There are also sold “high-quality cakes” 
These things are mostly available Shanghai, 
which known even this day “the city 
gold.” 


All these may seem incredible but 
attested everybody who comes out 
Shanghai. These few extraordinary restau- 
rants are not deserted; they are teeming with 
spendthrifts. The reason that Shanghai 
there are still quite few who have enough 
cash and gold bars squander away. 
true that families, fabulously rich the past, 
who used own large factories, lost their 
properties 1955-t956, but the Chinese Com- 
munist regime still paying, for seven years 
now, fixed amount profit. They not 
know how spend this money. There 
nothing the market which money can 
spent. Therefore these families, who 
ordinary days live like anybody else low- 
quality, rationed food, often out have 
good meal without counting the cost. Nom- 
inally gold bars are legally held private 
persons, but one not allowed exchange 
them except the ‘Government banks’ 
excessively low rate. People prefer 
keep the gold bars home. The gold bars 
turned out useful this present year 
food shortage when they are exchanged, 
secret deals, for food coming from the villages. 
The official exchange for one ounce gold 
Canton the price one ounce went 
300 yuan late.
